Some have 
looked every bit as human as you or I, 
but it's a mistake to be fooled by 
appearances. These galactic villains are 
traitors, who succumb to greed and 


malevolent ambition — risking every¬ 
thing for that one universal goal . . . 
power! 

Supreme among them is the Master 
— the Doctor's oldest enemy. Once the 
two were inseparable friends, young 
Time Lords eager to experience the 
universe at first-hand. Yet when the

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Doctor chose to be purely an explorer 
the Master turned away from him, 
seeking to use his knowledge for evil 
ends, to enhance his own personal 
glory and power! Yet, for all his 
villainy the Master had a charming, 
magnetic personality. He had a strong, 
if warped, sense of humour and a pro¬ 
found ability to adapt to almost any 
situation. His only weakness was his 
vanity. In choosing disguises for him¬ 
self he would often assume a name 
that would reflect his desire for 
supremacy - Mr Magister, Colonel 
Masters, Professor Thasca(es - 
different names with the same 
meaning. Yet frequently these vain dis¬ 
plays would lead the Doctor'to him 
and thence to his downfall. 


THE DEADLY ASSASSIN! 


Their final confrontation came 
during "The Deadly Assassin" when 
facial disfigurement robbed the Master 
of his false airs and charm. He could 
scarcely contain his hatred for the 
Doctor who was ". . . so despicably 
good, so insufferably compassionate." 
It was a classic moment! 

The Master's evil worked on a 
galactic scale, spanning all areas of 
time and space. More limited in 
ambition, but just as willing to betray 
his trust was Mavic Chen, the 
appointed Guardian of the Solar 
System in the 41st century. When the 





















like Chen, hungered for universal 
supremacy, and his devotion to the 
principles of precise, logical order 
made him a willing ally of the 
Cybermen when they planned their 
invasion of Earth during the early 
Seventies. The Cybermen wanted the 
precious minerals of Earth and they 
offered Vaughn the position of Earth 
ruler if he helped them to subdue the 
planet. This Vaughn did, but so great 
was his lust for power that he began 
planning a way to finally destroy his 
alien allies. In the end it was the 
Cybermen who turned on Vaughn 
forcing him to abandon his dreams of 
glory and help UNIT fight the alien 
invaders. 

Another ambitious megalomaniac 
who learned too late the folly of giving 
allegiance to the Cybermen, was Eric 
Kleig, a logician from the future who 
sought the lost city of the Cybermen, 
on the planet Telos. Reviving the 
Cybermen from their icy tombs, Kleig 
put a proposal to their leader. "We 
need your power", he argued. "You 
need our mass intelligence." A 
seemingly perfect bonding of strength 
to intellect, but as many others have 
done, Kleig finally realised that the 
Cybermen could not be swayed by 
promises of glory. Ironically, Kleig 
died at the hands of the monsters he 
had sought to make his allies. Trust is 
often misplaced when given to an alien 
species whose entire philosophy is 
radically different to your own. 

Victorian scientist Theodore 
Maxtible made a similar mistake in 
1870 when he agreed to help the 
Daleks capture the Doctor and Jamie. 


invade and conquer the Solar Planets, 
it was Mavic Chen who provided them 
with the means to destroy all resis¬ 
tance on Earth. When the Master of 
Zephon quizzed Chen as to why he 
should provide the means to end what 
was his responsibility to guard, the 
traitor merely replied, ". . . the Solar 
System, for all its power, is just a part 
of a galaxy. Would you be satisfied 
with merely a part?" A short sentence.

Chen's ambitions. Even the Daleks 
were wary of their useful ally, deter¬ 
mined to exterminate him when his 
usefulness ran out... 

Another classic villain of the series 
was Tobias Vaughn, head of "Interna¬ 
tional Electromatics", a giant 
computer based company whose 
break-through with micro-circuitry 
had won a virtual monopoly in the 
electronics industry.

The ambitious villain lured the two 
travellers into a time trap and steered 
them onto a course that eventually 
brought them before the Dalek 
Emperor himself who then unfolded a 
plan to spread the so-called Dalek 
Factor through all times on the planet 
Earth. For his efforts Maxtible had 
been promised the secret of trans¬ 
muting ordinary lead into gold. Surely 
a very meagre reward for delivering all 
of humanity into the clutches of the 
Daleks. But when Maxtible's value as 
an ally lessened, the Daleks destroyed 
his mind turning him into little more 
than a machine programmed to obey! 

The Doctor encountered a similar 
situation on the planet Zanak - a 
gigantic, but hollow world capable of 
"jumping" through space and remate¬ 
rialising anywhere in the universe. The 
captive worlds would then be bled of 
their energy by Zanak's sophisticated 
mining equipment until nothing was 
left but crushed husks no bigger than 
footballs, though extremely heavy. 
The master-mind of this murderous 
operation was a man known only as 
The Captain — but the term "man" 
was father inadequate to describe his 
true appearance. Once he was a space 
pirate, an engineering genius who built 
and flew the most feared pirate ship in 
the skies, "The Vantarialis". When the 
ship crashed on Zanak the Captain's 
body was pulled from the wreckage 
and rebuilt. The finished result was 
half man, half machine, human on the 
left hand side of his body, a robot on 
the right. He became the ruler of 
Zanak and instigated the programme 
of building that would turn the planet 
into a galactic parasite. 

The Captain's villainy worked on a 
gigantic scale, but even he was 
unaware of the trick being played on 
him. For all his power and ambition he 
was nothing more than a puppet, 
operated through the robot half of 
him by Zanak's true ruler - the 
blonde Queen Xanxia who had rebuilt 
him. Disguised as the Captain's humble 
nurse she controlled his every action 
via the "medical computer" at her side 
— the lamb ruling the lion, with the 
lion unaware that he was even being 
influenced. 

The Master, Mavic Chen, Tobias 
Vaughn, Kleig Maxtible and the 
Captain were powerful villains of the 
first rank ... 

Yet there were many others who 
changed the course of history in the 
universe by more subtle, insidious 
means!

DrWho meets Scratchman 


Adapting scri pts for t.v. crisis 


Fans with good memo¬ 
ries may remember that 
aound 1976 the newspapers 
began revealing hints that a 
film was in the offing tenta¬ 
tively called Dr Who Meets 
Scratchman (Scratchman 
being one Of the names for 
the Devil). Further probing 
on the subject uncovered 
that an actual script for the 
film had been penned by 
Ian Marter (Dr Who's own 
Harry Sullivan) and Tom 
Baker, and that Vincent 
Price had been approached 
for the role of Scratchman. 

That was in 1976. The 
plans began faltering when 


the eternal subject of 
money was raised. At that 
time science-fiction in the 
cinema was considered a 
dead subject and no film 
company was prepared to 
put up the millions needed 
for the Dr Who film. Even¬ 
tually the film was “pigeon¬ 
holed’,’ a devious phrase 
implying that the project is 
not cancelled but neither is 
it progressing. 

A year later Star Wars 
brought science-fiction back 
to both cinema and tele¬ 
vision but there is still no 
news of the possible Dr Who 
film. 


What happens to a Dr 
Who programme if one of 
the actors falls sick during 
filming? Well the simple 
answer is that the script- 
editor will adapt the script 
so that, where possible, the 
actor will not have to 
appear in a scene. Obviously 
it would be too costly to 
hold ilp the production 
until the actor gets well 
again and drastic re-writes 
sometimes have to take
